Land as 3,500 
Indians Revolt

COLON, Panama, Feb. 27.—-Sixty ma- 
rines and 300 sailors from the U. S. 
cruiser Cleveland landed on San Blas 
coast this afternoon and have taken 
up position on the beach. Capt. Wells 
immediately radioed for tents and fresh 
water, possibly fearing pollution of 
streams by Indians. The Panama con- 
gress today declared the territory un- 
der martial law. 

Panama police landed on Porvinir 
island this afternoon. This is the seat 
of former Indian territory government 
of Panama, and tonight 100 of them 
left for the Isle of Cardi, in San Bilas 
gulf, where R. O. Marsh, American ex- 
plorer and discoverer of the “ white 
Indians,”’ was living.

Coached first by a railroad physi- 
cian just how he should “drag the 
leg” and hold his arm limp, Donahue 
then was taken to the office of D:. 
Thomas Sullivan, staff physician at 
the Mercy hospital, according to the 
testimony of Fred D. Perry, claims ad- 
juster for the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad. 


Responds to Electricity. 


It was Perry who engineered the 
railroad’s scheme to expose crooked 
lawyers who were suspected of framinz 
fake personal injury cases against 
them. Attorney William Wallace Mc- 
Callum, according to evidence in the 
investigation instigated by Judge 
Fisher when Donahue exposed his 
hoax, is accused of having taken Don- 
ahue’s bait, hoak, line, and sinker. Mc- 


| Callum, on the other hand, says it all

“Dr. Sullivan examined Donahve 
after I had taken him there, supposed- 
ly as an injured man claiming corm- 
pensation,” Perry testified.

But then 
he applied the electric test, and Don- 
ahue responded visibly. 

Ready for His Accident. 

“The doctor called me aside, saying,

van of our plan to trap the crooked 
lawyers.”

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BRITISH LABOR 


PRAISES SOVIET | 


Says After Visit. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—The bGSritish trades 
union congress delegation, which re 


cently spent six weeks on a tour of 
inspection in Russia, today issued an 
illustrated volume. of 250 pages deal- 
ing minutely with all aspects of gen- 
eral conditions and labor conditions in 
the soviet country. 

In presenting their conclusions, the 
aelegates state they do not desire to 
be regarded as apologists for the prin- 
ciples and procedure of Russian com- 
munists—still less as advocates of its 
adoption in Great Britain. They con- 
sider, however, in respect to public 
health, housing and the prison system, 
the soviet government is achieving 
most remarkable resultz and, if the 
pregress continues at the present rate 
a valuable example may be set for 
some other European countries. 

Believe Regime Is Siable. 

The delegates believe that the soviet 
régime is strong and stable, that its 
administration has the active support 
of a large majority of the workers and 


the acceptance of an equally large 


| majority of the peasants; that its fed- 
eral structure gives very fair cultura) 


and quite fair political liberties to 


| racia] and regional minorities, together 
with full religious toleration. 


The machinery of the government, 
the investigators believe, although so 
fundamentally different from that of 
other states, seems to work well and is 
in every way better than that of any 
otLer government Russia previously 
has hac. 

Say Only a Few Oppose. 
They believe that it is doing work 


in which the other older states still 
are failing and that these results have 
' reconciled all but a very small \ mI- 


nority to renouncing the rights of op 
position which are essential to politi- 
cal liberty elsewhere. This renuncia- 
tion, in the delegation’s opinion, 
causes no resistance, partly because 


these rights have been replaced by 
‘others of greater value under the soviet 
system and partly because recent 
| movements have been steadily toward 
' their restoration. 
| Finally, the delegates consider that 
the whole idea constitutes a new de 
perture of greatest interest and well 
worth foreign study, and a new devel- 
‘opment that may be greatly benefited 
| py foreign assistance. 
| Russia Economic Policy. 

Dealing with the organization and 
financing of industry, the delegation 
considers, that of all the compromises 
ion which the soviet regimé is based, 
the first and most fundamental was 
the new economic policy. They feel 
t the existing economic system has 

vitality and, instead of stunting, 
can even stimulate economic recovery 
that peace made possible. 

That the superior energy and effi- 
ciency developed by the novel machin- 
ery of the soviet government compen- 
sates to some extent for the lack of 
capital, is believed. 


The delegation found that the recon- 
struction of Russian railways and 
transport are fairly complete and that 
the railways have been placed on a 
paying basis, but lack of capital may 
delay profitable development. 


NO RECOGNITION 
OF RUSSIA, WHITE 
HOUSE REPEATS

This Book About 


Hunting Merits 
Those Fantares 


Without any of the fanfare of trum- 
pets that usually accompanies the ap- 
arance of a book about big game 
fomeree anywhere and by any one, 


| there arrived some time ago a book 


called “ Hunting Big Game with Dogs 
It was put aside for the 
more, leisurely reading which the 
after Christmas lull of publishing per- 
mits. It has just been read, and in one 
sense it’s as fascinating as any book 
on big game hunting in Africa that 
I’ve come upon—that sense being a 
downright one and not a literary one. 

The author, Er M. Shelley, who pub- 
lished the book himself which ac- 
eounted for the quietness of its arrival, 
was a trainer of hunting dogs. He was 
taken to Africa by Paul Rainey who 
wanted to try out the experiment of 
hunting big game with dogs. Mr. Shel- 
ley stayed in Africa for six years where 
he acted as guide and white hunter 
for many amateur hunters and some 
motion picture men. 

He is a simple soul, obviousty not 
gifted with what the world calls 
“gab,” but quite as obviously a 
man who loved the out of doors, dogs. 
and hunting, and because of his sim- 
plicity isn’t a good liar. There is prob- 
ably more of actual fact in this ardent 
unostentatiously published volume and 
less of the romance of ardent amateurs 
than in any much more thrillingly 
written book. 


The idea of training dogs to track 
big game was one which he took up 
enthusiastically, and he tells how he 
accomplished their training—by trail- 
ing tame lion cubs over the ground, 
marking the trail with white flags an4 
then turning the dogs on the trail, 
and, every time they left it to go after 
some lesser game, beating them back 
onto it. He eventually had the finest 
pack of lion and leopard and cheetzh 
hunting dogs in Africa, 

The book is full of casual bits of in- 
formation which are astounding to 
ordinary readers—such bits as that 
if the hunters walk on their hands and 
knees or on their feet and their hands 
they can approach much wild life 
without the slightest chance of being 
detected, but that as soon as they 
walk upright the animals al] flee in 
terror. That fact is especially strange 
in memory of the fact in William 
Beebe’s wonderful “ Galapagos” that

“ This thing of going out and building 
more plant every time you make money 
is a thing of the past.” he said. “ What 
the wise ones are doing nowadays is 
constantly overhauling the old plant and 
putting tn better machinery. We are 
approaching the problem of production 
‘from the stand potnt of how many dol- 
‘lars from a given amount of existing 
floor space and labor. 

In progressive manufacturing plants 
every machine is practically on trial for 
its life. 

Whenever a new unit tn fits place, with 
the same labor and occupying the same 
floor space, can turn out enough more to 
pay the interest on its cost, minus what 
can be obtained for the old machine on 
a trade in, its tenure of space in that 
plant becomes insecure to say the least. 

That so much scrapping is going on is 
evidence enough of the great mechanical 
progress being made. After all machines 
are crystallized labor, and the old ones 
were built by far cheaper labor than can 
be had today, But they are going out 
fast. 

On the other hand manufacturers of 
machinery, automobiles, and farming im- 
plements are Hmiting their future mar- 
kets by building better stuff and more 
durable stuff all the time, under the spur 
of competition or just because men will 
strive for excel'ence if they are the sort 
of men who can rise to responsible places 
under our free industrial system.
